Madam  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  people  in  the  District,  and  the  work  of  the  Health  Department, 
for  the  year  1963. 


The  estimated  population  of  the  Urban  District  increased 
to  14,320,  thus  continuing  the  steady  expansion  34»  28  noted  over  the  years. 

There  were  409  live  births  and  113  deaths  during  the  year,  and  the  natural 
increase  was  therefore  294,  as  compared  with  217  in  the  previous  year. 

In  addition,  the  population  was  increased  by  376  persons  coming  to  reside  in 
Rugeley. 

The  live  birth  rate  was  28. 56  (actual)  and  was  thus  even  higher  than  the 
already  high  rate  (25.42)  recorded  in  1962. 

Indeed  this  rate  is  the  highest  recorded  in  Rugeley  since  1905. 

It  is  fully  50^o  higher  than  the  National  average  figure  of  18.2. 

Because  of  the  favourable  age  structure  of  Rugeley ' s  population,  a  comparability 
factor  of  0.9  has  to  be  used  in  comparative  calculations  to  cancel  out  this 
advantage. 

Even  when  so  adjusted,  Rugeley fs  comparative  (not  actual)  birth  rate,  at  26.6 
is  outstanding. 

There  were  nine  still  births  in  the  district  in  1963* 

The  total  was  the  same  as  for  the  preceding  year,  but  was  related  to  an 
increased  number  of  births. 

In  consequence  of  t  :is,  the  still  birth  rate  for  the  District  fell  from  25.86 
last  year,  to  21.53  this  year. 

The  figure  is  close  the  the  National  average  still  birth  rate  of  17.3  and  is 
a  considerable  achievement  for  an  industrial  community. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  also  fell  -  from  25*97  to  21.76. 

Nearly  all  the  deaths  -  seven  o^t  of  a  total  of  nine  -  occurred  in  the  first 
week.  Four  were  due  to  prematurity,  and  three  to  atelectasis.  There  was 
one  death  from  bronchopneumonia,  and  one  from  gastroenteritis. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 


There  were  115  deaths  in  the  district  in  1963,  giving 
an  actual  death  rate  of  8.03. 

This  figure  is  low  compared  with  the  National  average  of  12.2,  and  contrasts 
strongly,  for  example,  with  those  from  "retirement  areas.” 

The  low  death  rate  is,  like  the  high  birth  rate,  another  aspect  of  the 
comparative  youth  of  the  population  of  Rugeley,  a  feature  common  to  expanding 
towns,  and  to  new  towns,  which  have  populations  with  a  high  proportion  of 
young  married  people  at  the  family  raising  stage. 

These  "indices  of  expansion"  -  high  birth  rate  and  low  death  rate  -  were 
higher  and  lower  respectively  in  1963,  than  at  any  time  in  the  preceding 
decade,  and  of  course  both  point  in  the  same  direction. 

An  analysis  of  the  deaths  shows  no  departure  from  the  normal  pattern. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  vessels  acccu  ited  for  one  half  of  the  total. 

They  we re  mostly  senile  degenerations  -  heart  failures,  and" strokes.  11

Cancer  deaths  were  substantially  less  in  19 63.  Cancer,  together  with  the 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  vessels  accounted  for  the  great  majority  of  deaths. 

The  figures  for  chronic  bronchitis  and  for  pneumonia  both  showed  some  reduction, 
but  the  figures  are  small  in  any  case. 


Measles  were  unduly  prevalent  throughout  the  year.  Sporadic 
cases  of  whooping  cough  continued  to  occur  throughout  the  year. 

There  were  only  17  cases  of  dysentery  in  1963  ~  half  the  figure  for  1962. 
The  cases  were  scattered  geographically,  and  well  spaced  in  time. 

No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred,, 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred. 


Three  new  cases  ;of ,  putObrnnany-  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Five  cases  were  transferred  out,  and  nine  cases  were  cured. 

Th^  number  on  the  register  fell  for  the  third  consecutive  year,  and  is  now  53* 


Five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year. 


No  Council  houses  were  built  in  1963*  but  169  dwellings  were 
erected  privately. 


Chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  supply 
to  the  town  produced  uniformally  satisfactory  results. 


It  is  my  pleasure  once  more  to  record  my  grateful  thanks  to  the 
staff  of  the  department,  and  to  the  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
for  their  inter*e-t  and  support.
